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Progressive Education Seeks the Cooperation 
of the Librarian 


By Dr. C. L. Cusuman, Director of Research and Curriculum, Denver Public Schools 


ERTAIN principles and practices that seem to be fundamental to progressive 
( education are set forth here. For each of these certain points of significance 

for the organization of library materials and services are suggested. I have 
no commission that entitles me to use the capital P when writing about progressive 
education. It should, therefore, be understood that I am writing only about those 
educational practices that appear to me to be progressive. What I say will be of 
significance to each reader only in so far as he and I happen to agree in such matters. 

Perhaps the most fundamental principle of progressive education is that significant 
learning must be initiated by a felt need on the part of the learner. If librarians 
accept this point of view, they will seek to fill their shelves with materials that bear 
directly upon the needs of such youth as are in the schools of today. This makes it 
essential that librarians know what are the most common needs of youth. For this 
purpose such recent publications as the following should be suggestive: Chapter III 
entitled “The Problems and Needs of Youth,” in Secondary Education for Youth in 
Modern America by Harl Roy Douglass (1937. American Council on Education, 
Washington, D. C., $1); Youth Tell Their Story, by Howard M. Bell (1938. Ameri- 
can Council on Education, Washington, D. C., $1.50); Chapter II entitled “The 
Purpose of Education in a Democracy,” in Science in General Education (1938. 
Appleton-Century, $3. Prepared by Committee on the Function of Science in Gen- 
eral Education, Commission on Secondary School Curriculum of the Progressive 
Education Association). 

Each librarian would do well to ask, “Is my library ready with many references 
on How to look one’s best; How to get a job; How to have fun; How to be an 
athlete; How to make friends; How to be of service to the community?” This point 
of view with regard to learning also has important implications for the methods of 
helping pupils to learn to use the library. It indicates that functional training in the 
use of the library can be given only when pupils recognize that such training is essen- 
tial to the achievement of their purposes. To carry this principle into action would 
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mean that library lessons built upon faith that what one was studying would be 
useful at some future date would be a thing of the past. Learning to use the library 
would instead be a part of each unit of instruction where the use of the library was 
essential to the success of the unit. 

A second principle of progressive education that has important implications for 
librarians is that in a democracy the needs of the individual must be considered with 
reference to their setting in community life. (I use the term community here to refer 
to a common concern or interest rather than to a geographical area.) 

The work of the schools in a democracy has only begun when pupils have been 
helped to look well, to have a good time, to make friends, to speak with ease, and to 
carry on to their satisfaction in their most immediate face-to-face relationships. The 
distinction between cutting short at this point and going on to help pupils to under- 
stand these problems in terms of their relation to the processes of democratic living 
is the distinction between the charm school and the public school. 

The school library must be ready to provide the materials of instruction that will 
enable pupils and teachers to consider problems that originate in the immediate con- 
cerns of pupils in terms of their relation to the life of the community. To illustrate, 
for the pupil who says, “I don’t have any fun,” the librarian might very well suggest 
Fun for the Family by Jerome S. Meyer. But it is the responsibility of the school to 
help this pupil to sense the significance of recreation in the total life of the commu- 
nity. The library should be ready also to provide for this pupil pamphlets and reports 
on recreation in the school, the community, the state, and the country as a whole. 

In progressive education each pupil is helped to make a more constructive use of 
the facilities of the community. All too often school authorities permit the school to 
provide for pupils a means of escape from certain phases of community life. A 
typical offense is that of permitting the school library to stand in the way of pupils 
learning to use the public libraries of the community. Part of the responsibility for 
the fact that a majority of the graduates of our high schools do not make extensive 
use of the public library in the immediate years after graduation can be charged to 
this offense. Either school and public libraries should be combined or the school 
should take great pains to see that learning to use the community library ranks high 
among the objectives of the school. 

A second typical offense is that of contributing to a diminished reading program 
in the home. In terms of social values it is worth far more for a child to read a book 
at his own fireside or with another member of his family than to read the same book 
within the school library or the classroom. The sharing of reading within the home 
should be one of the treasured experiences of family life. It is doubtful that school 
libraries have in general contributed to an increase in such practices. Indeed, the 
restrictions that many school libraries place upon the withdrawal of books serve to 
decrease the likelihood of home reading. 


Progressive education is a cooperative task in which pupils, teachers, librarians, 
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and other school employees, parents, and lay citizens share in the setting of goals 
and in planning, executing, and evaluating activities designed to aid in achieving 
those goals. Extended discussion of this principle is not possible here. It is, however, 
important to note that the librarian should have some share in each of these activities. 

In progressive education each pupil is dealt with in terms of his particular inter- 
ests, needs, and abilities. Terms such as fourth grade, elementary school, junior high 
school, and the like have quite different connotations in traditional and progressive 
schools. In traditional schools each of these terms denotes certain books to be read 
and certain skills to be acquired. In progressive schools the reference is to pupils to 
be helped—pupils with a very great range of interests, needs, and abilities. 

The particular significance of this principle to the organization of school libraries 
is that its observance eliminates all possibility of any sharp classification of books 
either in terms of school grades or of school units (elementary, junior, and senior). 
Junior high school librarians sometimes feel that it is inappropriate to place on their 
shelves books that could be read by average pupils of the third grade. Actually, the 
presence of such books and of other books such as are ordinarily read by senior high 
school pupils or even by adults may indicate a readiness to serve a school population 
of widely varying abilities. 

Space limitations make it necessary that one more principle only be discussed. It 
is fitting that in conclusion attention should be called to the point that in progres- 
sive education each pupil is viewed as being capable of developing through practice 
in self-direction a considerable degree of ability to direct his own activities. Every 
librarian considers that he has a responsibility for preventing damage and loss of 
books and magazines. Not every librarian, however, recognizes that he has a far ° 
greater responsibility for administering the library in such a way that pupils will 
develop the habit of caring properly for books and magazines as a community 
service. 

In schools where such principles of progressive education as have been noted here 
are practiced, the demands upon the library are certain to be very great. The most 
essential of these demands, however, is for an understanding of the principles them- 
selves by the personnel of the library. 


Tue Basic List of “Books for Young People,” which is compiled by a standing committee of 
the New York Public Library staff and revised to include new books each year, is now available 
in the January 1939 Branch Library Book News, published by the New York Public Library. 
The books suggested are for use in adult sections and emphasis is placed upon the reading 
interests of younger high school boys and girls, about fourteen to sixteen. “This year, for the 
first time, space has been limited and the committee has been compelled to take off as many 
books as have been added. Therefore, since books omitted may still be desirable, back numbers 
of the list should be saved. Books published in 1938 are so designated.”—Preface. A year’s 
subscription to the Branch Library Book News is 25 cents; current numbers are 2 cents, except 
January which is 5 cents. 
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Do you pur your Book ist out with other magazines where the public can find and use it? 
Or do you keep it in the librarian’s office where only the library staff see it? Some of your 
readers would like the opportunity of looking over a selected list of new books, regularly. Try 
letting your public, also, use THe Book ist. 


OF SPECIAL INTEREST for vocational use is the new bulletin of the United States Office of 
Education (Bul. 1937, No. 23) prepared by Nora E. Beust of the Library Service Division— 
Professional Library Education; Introducing the Library. It is for sale by the Superintendent 
of Documents, Washington, D. C., for 15 cents. 


Tue Boox.uist has been asked to indicate the size of type in which a book is printed, whenever 
it is 12 point or larger. It is believed that this information will be useful for a variety of special 
groups as well as for libraries generally. Therefore the phrase “Large type” at the close of an 
annotation will indicate 12 point type, or over. 


AN INNOVATION IN MAP SERVICE is presented in The Monthly Newsmap, published at 621 
Plymouth Court, Chicago, at $3 a year; single copies, 25 cents. Well printed, on good paper, it 
endeavors to present both text and maps relevant to present-day world news. It would be worth 
while for libraries to try it out by ordering a few copies to determine whether or not a subscrip- 
tion would be useful in their communities. 


Tue Europa VERLAG, of Zurich and New York, a publishing house that is not affiliated with 
any political party, has been publishing political and politico-cultural literature on the problems 
of national socialism and fascism since 1933. This publishing house has now established a 
branch in the city of New York which hopes to be of importance to German writers in exile. 
Under the direction of the publisher, Dr. Emil Oprecht in Zurich, and the collaborator of the 
Europa Verlag, Mr. Friedrich Krause, a number of publishers of independent German literature 
have agreed to make this establishment the center of distribution for their output in America. 

In accordance with this agreement all German literature banned by Hitler can be procured 
from Mr. Friedrich Krause, Publisher, 231 W. 96th St., New York City. A large assortment 
is open to inspection. 

Mr. Krause is well informed on German literature published outside the Third Reich and will! 
be glad to give information and suggestions in all matters pertaining to this subject. 


Tue Publishers’ Weekly for December 10, 1938, prints an article on “Latin America in Books 
—1938,” by William E. Barrett. It consists of valuable running comment on fifteen books of 
the year. Mr. Barrett is the author of Woman on Horseback. 


Tue Navy DEPARTMENT has completed publication of a series of seven volumes of Naval 
Documents Related to the Quasi-War Between the United States and France; Naval Operations, 
1798-1801. The series makes available to the public much historical source material that has 
not hitherto been accessible. 

The work was prepared and published in accordance with an Act of Congress, at the instance 
of President Franklin D. Roosevelt. This same Act specified that no free distribution of the 
books would be made, and that they be sold at cost and thus be self-liquidating. As a result 
each book is sold at $3.50 per copy, or the set of seven at $24.50, by the Superintendent of Docu- 
ments, Government Printing Office, Washington, D. C. These volumes are of special interest 
just now because some recent international problems are similar to those of the French war 
period. 


THE FIRST ISSUE Of a semiannual journal of literature, the arts, and civil liberties, called 
Twice a Year, appears as the fall-winter number of 1938. Its format is simple and attractive, 
with good type and suitable margins, four reproductions from Stieglitz photographs, and stiff 
light gray paper covers. Liberal thinking and affirmation of the democratic method of govern- 
ment are evident in the contributions. This issue has 235 pages, octavo size. The contents include 
some wartime letters by Rainer Maria Rilke, quoted passages from Thoreau, Ignazio Silone, 
Franz Kofka, André Malraux, poems and articles by Kenneth Patchen, Dorothy Norman, T. V. 
Smith, Roger Baldwin, Angna Enters, and others.

The Junior Bookshelf, an English quarterly, similar in purpose to the Horn Book, is pub- 
lished in October, December, May and July at 17 Sherbourne Road, Acocks Green, Birmingham 
27, England, price six shillings. Like its American counterpart it prints valuable critical reviews. 
It notices American as well as English children’s books, and features articles concerning botli 
English and American illustrators. Open discussions are held on some of the problems of 
children’s librarians. All books are adequately annotated, and outstanding books are given 
signed reviews or longer critical annotations. Titles are arranged roughly by age groups. A 
special section is devoted to the intermediate department in which adult books suitable for 
readers over fourteen are annotated. It is interesting to note the increasing number of American 
children’s books appearing under an English imprint. Are children’s librarians in the United 
States as aware of the important books being published in the field of children’s literature in 
England? The Junior Bookshelf deserves to be as well known to children’s librarians in this 


country as is the Horn Book.
